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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 102 and 103. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Japanese Patent Document No. 2000-252550 to Imai. 

With respect to claim 1 , Imai teaches an organic EL laminate type organic 
switching element, wherein an organic EL element part (200) and an organic switching 
element part (10) are laminated on each other, and a control electrode (5 and/or 6) is 
provided to which a control signal line for controlling the emission/nonemission condition 
of the organic EL element part is electrically connected (figures 3, 4, 13, and 14). 

With respect to claim 2, Imai teaches the configuration of the switching element 
being such that the control electrode also serves both as the cathode of the organic EL 
element part and as the anode of the organic switching element part (figures 13 and 
14). 

With respect to claims 3 and 4, Imai teaches an image plane being composed of 
a plurality of pixels and the pixels each have two or more subpixels (figures 3, 4, 13, 
and 14; paragraph 0052 of the English translation). 

With respect to claims 5 and 6, Imai teaches the subpixels each being 
constructed with the organic EL laminate type organic switching element in which the 
organic EL element part (200) and organic switching element (10) part are laminated on 
each other (figures 13 and 14), and the control electrode (5 and/or 6) is provided to 
which the control signal for controlling the emission/nonemission condition of the 
organic EL element part is electrically connected (figures 3, 4, 13, and 14).
